Sir: I have the honor to state that, onthe 

receipt of your communication of the 18th 
August last, iaforming me that the President 
had indicated me as the officer of the Indian 
Department to whom was intrusted the duty 
of conductiong the negotiations with the In- 
dian tribes west of the States of Missouri and 
Towa, authorized by the second section of 
the act of Congress ofthe 3rd of March, 
1853, | immediately left Washington and ra- 
paired to thé Indian country to discharge the 
preliminary duties embraced in my insrtuc- 
tions, and now beg leave respectfully to re- 
ort: 

“That [ entered the Indian country on the 
2d of September, and left it on the 1ith of 
October, having occupired the intervening 
time in visiting and talking with various 
tribes, and in obtaining from all sources of 
credit within. my reach such information as 
might be useful and neces<ary in forming the 
basis of treaties contemplated by the act of 
Congress. ; 

AsI approached the borders of the In- 
dian country, I found some of tha people dis- 
cussing with considerable warmth, in the 
press and otherwise, the question whether 
thet country was not then open to settlement 
by the citizens of the United States, and in 
soine instances those who held to the right 
to settle in the Indian country had gone over 
to explore it, with the intention to locate in. 


‘This dicoussion and exploration had- a ynry 
unfavorable influence on the Indian mind. — 
‘The Indians were alarmed. Reports reached 
them that large bodiea of whites were com- 
ing into their country to take possession of 
end drive them from it. Many of them were 
contemplating the necessity of defending 
themselves, and the proposition was abroad 
emong some of the Indians for a grand coun- 
cil, at which they should (as one said to me) 
“‘light up the fires after the old Indian fash- 
ion,” and confederate for defense. 

From the time the original Indian ti- 
tle to the country was extinguished under 
the authority of the act of 23h May, 1830, 
end the tribes transplanted from the States 
and Territories east of the Mississippiand lo- 
cated in it. until after the adjournment of last 
Congroas, it had always been considered a 
country set apart and dedicated to Indian 
use and purposes; and it was equally well 
understood before that time, that no person 
other than Indians could reside there except 
by permision of the Government, and fora 
specific purpose, 

The eaunciation, therefore, of the opinion 
that the country was open to occupation and 
settlement, at the time it was promulgated, 
was most unfortunate, 

Congress had just before, by act of the 3d 

_ March, directed the President to enter into 
negotiations with the Indian tribes west of 
the States of Missouri and Towa, for the pur- 
pose of securing the assent of said tribes to 
the settlement of tho citizens of the United 
States upon the lands claimed by them, and 
for the purpose of extinguishing their title to 
these lands in whole or in part. 

I found it very difficult to quiet the Indians 


and was unable fully to restore some of A hi

was unable, while in council, to obtain the

The Shawnees as their only reply, propo- 
sed tosell the United States 1,000,000 of 
acres, reserving to themselvus 600,600 acres 
adjoining the State of Missouri. They num- 
ber some 939 souls. 

The Chippewas, who own 8,320 acres, 
and number 30 souls, and the Ottowas, who 
own 34,000 acres, and number 247 souls, 
declined to dispose of their lands, or any 
Portion of them, on the ground that they 
were pleased with their location, desired to 
remain, and thought, in view of the amount 
of prairie fand in their grants, they had no 
greater quantity than was necessary for 
them, or than the same number of white peo- 
ple would require. 

The Omakas, Ottoes, Missourians, lowas, 
ard Miamiesdetermined, before their re- 
spective councils closed, to sell, in each 
case, the halfor more of their respective 
tracts, 

The Kickapoos, Delawares, Sace and Fox- 
es of Missouri, and the Pottawatomies, re- 
fused peremptorily to sell any portion of their 
lands; and although the objections made 
were ofa trivia! character, I was unable to 
remove them, 

The Sacs end Foxes of Mississippi, who 
reside on the Osage river, were divided; the 
Sacs were desirous of selling allihe land, 
and the Foxes oppossd to selling any por- 
tion of it. But the latter, being much less 
numerous than the former, proposed finally 
aa ree division of both land, and annui- 
ies, 

The Wyandotts have only 23,960 acres of 
land, and number 553 souls—less than fifty 
acresto each soul. Their tract is eligibly 
situated in the forks of the Kansas and the 
Miesouri rivers, being the purchase they 
mado of the Delaweres. They advised me 
that it was their desire, if the Territory of 
Nobraska should be organized, to make 
such changes in their polity ead their rela- 
tion to Government as to conform to the new 
order of things inthe Territory, but did not 
give me their views in relation to their lands. 

Since my return to Washington, [ have 
received a communication from the Sacs and 
Foxes of Missouri, informing me that they 
had determined to cell one lalf of their lands, 
and wished to be invited to the seat of Goy- 
eramentto make atrealy. Their agent, in 
a letter of the same date, expresses the opin- 
ion that they will, in all probability, come to 
the conclusion to dispose of the whole of 
their tract bythe time the period arrives to 
make the treaty, 

With severel of the tribes I could have 
concluded treaties, but only on condition that 
each should reserve fer a tribal home that 
partoftheir land adjoining the States — 
There are grave objections to such a policy, 
involving ulike the interesta and peace of the 
citizens of the States, of those who may be- 
come residents of the Territory —of the In 
dicns themselves. From the disposition 
manifested by some Indians of influence to 
acquissce in the viewa submitted to them on 
this point, I was fof the opinion that with 
these tribes treaties on terms more fuvora- 
ble to the Government, and with provisions 
more consistent with their permanent wel- 


had had time for discussion and reflection, 
which some of them requested should be 
granted;and I therefore deemed it best to 
leave the subject with them, and confine my- 
selfto that branch of the instructions which 
made it my duty to explore the country and 
obtain such information as should be useful, 
and trom which the data could be obtained 
to form, as near as practicable, a uniform 
system of treaties, Of the propriety of this 
course I have now no doubt. 

As a general thing, the Indians who have 
been transplanted from their former abodes 
to the Indian country seemed to have a yivid

, and conduct them in the paths of ciy- 
ilization and religion; that few of them had 
listened, adhering, ad they generally did, 
to the customs of their fathersand the hea- 
then traditions which had descended tothem; 
that they had preferred indolence to labicr— 
vice to virtue; that very many of them were 
thie slaves of intemperance, and such was 
their thirst for ardent spirits tlint (Hey vould 
make any sacrifice to obtain it3 and that, 
therefore, it waa absulutely nécesddty, in 
their present ignorant and enfeebled condi- 
tion, that they should abandon their pres- 
ent possessions, and, if possible, obtain 
homes, under the direction of. their Great 
Father, where they would be less liable to 
(emptation, and where the eforts of the 
Hs fernment end the lavord uf the miasiona- 
‘ty Would be exempt from the embarrassments 
which now surround them; and that if they 
listened attentively and tavorably, it was to 
be hoped that in lime an Indian community 
tight be fund in the enjoyment of the bless- 
ings of civilization, freé from the slavish 
System of heathen idulatry under which all 
their fathers lived, and to which a large por- 
tion of them appeared still to be attaehed, 
They were shown tliat the acquisition of 
Caiornia, Oregon, and New Mexico, and 
their rapid seitlement by the white children 
of their Great Father, were not favorable to 
them in then’ present location; that they 
were in the patiis which led to these coun- 
tries; and that the almost innumerable emi- 
grants who passed through the Indian coun- 
try were going there to make farms und 
towns; that as a conzequenco of their jour- 
eying through the rages of the buffalo, that 
to them in their present condition, indiapen- 
sable animal, furnishing them not only meat 
but with hides, their most valuable article of 
traffic, was disappearing, and that he would 
before long leave the prairies, and they 
would not be able tofind him any more; that 
therefore, they must in a very short tune a~ 
bandon the hunt entirely, or starve and die 
on the plains; that they must make up their 
mind to go to work as white men work: and 
that therefore it was a fit and proper time for 
them to entertain and favorably consider the 
proposition to dispose of their present lands 
to their Great Father, and receive from him 
new homes. 

At every council, efforts were made to 
enlighten the Indians, andto impress their 
minds with the true condition of things a- 
round them. ‘These efforts were not with- 
out effect, as was apparent from the chauge 
in their views and opinions as expressed (o 
me; and itia hoped and belieyed that this 
change will continue to go on until they will 
all see and deterinine to do that which best 
comports with their future peace aud happi- 
ness. : — < ead 
The condition of these tribes is fot os 
prosperous as [ was led to expect; and I am 
free to say that they have not advanced as 
rapidly as it was anticipated they would 
when they were rejnoved to their present 
homes.

A number of roads to New Mexico, to Cal- 
ifornia; aud Oregon; pass (hrough this country 
over these lands, and are traveled by numer- 
ous botlies cf emigrants evry few days.— 
The emigrants travel through the Indian 
country io their abodes on the Pacific (and 
their number is not likely to decrease) with- 
ont the protection of the law. ‘here is no 
law there but the intercourse act, and it| 
\gives them no protection whatever. Ex- 
cept the Wyandotte and Ottowas, who have 
some sitip!é laws; thé Itidiat tribes in the 
Vesnoty ere Zestitute of any prescribed 
‘torm of Government. 

In my opitiion, this state of things should 
Hot exist any longer. The emigrants and 
Indians ought to have something prescribed 
for their security, andthe Indians ought, as 
far ag possibile,to Be thtown out of the lines 
of those thoroughfares, as no good results to 
them, in their present condition, by coming 
in contact with the emigrants. 

It isto be hoped that most of the tribes 
will be willing by tiext spring to abandon the 
idea of reserving’ portions of their present 
tracts adjoining the States. This appeared 
to bea cherished idea with the Indians, and 
they were, int my opiniot, énéouraged in st 
by some of thé missionaries and traders. — 
In my judgement, evry good influence with- 
in the reach of the people ought to be brought 
to bear to induce them to charge tieir minds, 
and cousent to sell all their Jands, and ob- 
tain a new and more desirable hice. Indi- 
vidual Indiansthere are, no doubt,. who if 
they desired reservations of the respective 
tracts on which they live, are sufficiently 
advanced in civilization to take their part 
with the white men, and to whom such res- 
ervations might be readily granted. But 
beyond this it is very desirable, for the inter- 
est of both the red and the white men, that 
no reservations be made, but thatthe differ- 
ent tribes be removed from the borders of the 
States, and locate in some less expo-ed place 

These border tribes have lost much of the 
strength and self-sustaining power of the 
truly wild Indians, ‘Thay feel their weak- 
ness, desire the protection of Government, 
and are content if they can be indulged in 
idleness, and, to some extent, gratified in 
their passions and appetites. 

They might in my judgement, with safety 
be located on small tracts of land contigu- 
ous to each other, where the missionary op-

Reniarks. 


Since the arrrival of the steamer Arctic, Flour 
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erations among them could be conducted 
more efficiently and with less means: where 
the Government agent could have daily su- 
pervision overthem, tind where that portion 
of each tribe who have made some advances, 
and who desire to enjoy the 
civilization, could havesbe aid and-encour- 
agement ofeach others society and each 
others’ experience, and where in fine, all 
good influences could be concentrated to 
counteract those of an opposite character 


In some of the tribes there are few medi- 
um farmers, with the necessary comforts, 
conveniences, and improvements of the 
white men. Io most of the tribes, and in 
greater numbers, are to be found those who 
have rude improyaments and fields, but who 
have very few of the conveniences and com- 
forts of civilized life; while the great body 
of the Indians are yet unwilling ta submit 
thems clves to labor, resist it as unbecoming 
and offensive, indulgein indolence, and seek 
every means and opportunity to obtain whis- 
ky, which they drink to excess. 

There are some noble specimens who have 
renounced the manners and customs of the 
Indians, and adopted those of the white man, 
and who, amid the heathenism that surronnda 
them, have professed the religion of the 
Prince of Peace, and firmly maintain their 
position, and use all their influence to re« 
claim and regenerate their race. 

In the various schools I was enabled to 
visit, 1 found groups of interesting Indian 
children, and from examinations made by 
me, as well as from the opimons of their 
teachers, I am satisfied that the Indian youth 
is capable of equal mental culture with the 
white, and will learn as rapidly. Eyery- 
thing appeared tobe comfortable and in 
order about those missionary schools,aad the 
children receive a fair English education in 
them; and the females, in addition, are 
taught needle-work, as well asthe ordinary 
domestic work ofthe mission house, and the 
males are taught the labor of the mission 
farm. The chidren unite morning and even- 
ing with their spiritual finsructors 
and teachers in singing praises to the 
Most High, and bow down with them in 
prayer and supplication, All this ie done 
with cheerfulness; and yet, when you go a- 
broad and inquire forthe fruit of this devo- 
ted missionary labor, but little is to be found, 
Here and there will be seen an Indian man 
or woman who has become aconvertto the 
Christian faith, and whose works prove the 
sincerity of hisor her profeesion. But this 
number is limited; and many of these youtha,

In my opinion, the egents appointed to rea- 
ide with, and take care of these Indians, 
have not always been honest, foithful men.

the most glaring character have existed in 
the Indian country, and that a radical reform 


which now, and always will, beset the paths 
of these uufortunate people. 

A civil government should be organized 
over the Territory. The intercourse act is 
almost a dead letter. The United States 
court for the district of Missouri and Arkan- 
sas is too far removed from the Indian coun- 
try; and for Indian purposes alone, saying 
nothing of the protection of our emigration 
tothe Pacific, a civel government ought to 
be orgamzed there. In additiun to this, the 
position of Nebraska, with reference to our 
Pacific possessions, renders it a matter of 
vast importance that it be speedily opened, 
and actual settlers invited into it on the most 
liberal terms. 

It is confidently expected that the neces- 
sary treaties can be made with these burder 
Indians during the months of April snd May, 
so that ample time may be had for their con- 
sideration and ratification by the Senate, and 
for thevestablishment of a territorial govern- 
tment, before the adfournment, of the ap- 
proaching session of Congress. : 

A superintendent of Indian affairs in that 
Territory, as the Governor doubtless would 
be by virtue of hia office, havving a direct 
oversight over allthe Indiana service there, 
would excercise a most beueficial influence, 
not oaly on the border Indians, but in a short 
time on the wild Indians of the plains. 

It is submitted that the sum of money ap- 
propriated at he lest session of Congress is 
not sufficient to negotiate ull the necessary 
treaties, and that it is desirable, ifnot indis- 
pensible, that an additional anpropriation be 
made by Congress early in the session.

Farm Work for December. 

The weather for a week past has been un- 
usually pleasant, and if Farmers have -not 
housed their corn and done most of their fall 
work they cannot blame the weather. 

Swecrer ror Srock. —If farmers have not 

provided good shelters for all their stock, let 
them do so furthwith. Remember that a 
cold, or freezing animal requires more food, 
and of a tnore nutritious kind, to keep up the 
natural temperature of the body than a warm 
one. It is far cheaper to protect your an- 
imals from the cold, than to supply the extra 
amount of food. There is uo proposition 
more capable of demonstration than that 
warmth is equivalent to food. Never suffer 
your horses, cows, pigs or sheep to stand out 
at the mercy of a December rain or wind.— 
(you cannot afford-shelter of some kind you 
are bettet without them; and they, far better 
with a better farmer, and a kindermaster.— 
Sell or give them away. : 
Freptno.—If you have much stock, with 
roots, of other vegetables for food you ought 
to cut your fodder, and cook your vegetables, 
But of this, more hereafter. 
On no account starve or stint atty of your 
animals, water and feed and clean, and care 
for them as carelully, add ss regularly as 
you supply your own wanta. 

Oruer Maprers:—Pick up all farming u- 
tensils, and put them too under a shelter.— 
Shut the frost/out of your apartments where 
you have stoved apples or vegetobles, Ex- 
amine your fruit and vegetables every ten 
days and take away any that begin to decay. 

Ifany of your fall work is unfinished, this 
fine weather will favor you. Trees may yet 
be planted out; large forest trees may be re- 
moved anyday this month. For fallow and 
subsoil plowing ao time could be more appro- 
priate. 

Now having prepared physical food for 
the waats, of winter, see where the intel- 
lectual pabulum ig. Have you some godd 
books and newspapers to instruct and delight 
you and yourchildren these long winter nights 
as you gatheb around the blazing fire. If not 
one of the main things to make home happy 


in the country, which woman #eéins disposed 
to abandon, but which for her own honor and 
the progress of civilization, she ought always 
to fill, The topi¢ is homely; bat whatever 
pertains to hone should be delightful. Ey- 
ery woman should be a good housekeeper. — 
A_ well ordered house is worthy the dignity

genefalship, one must have seen service int 
all subordinate ranks. In the present state 
of socials we need sot go far to find many 
a maf who would give ail (he waltzes and 
polka that a metrician genius ever invented, 
all the new fangled flourishes upon the piano 
and guitar into the bargain, for healthful 
breakfasts, and for dianers somewhore with- 
in fifleen degrees of longitude of the appoint< 
ed hour. There are no pointé in our “Psalm 
of life” where duty requires of a man’s stom 
ach that it should, as Longfellow says, 
“Learn to labor, and to wait,” 
or rather that it should first wait and then tra- 
vail. No higher respect is due to the great- 
est inventor or discoverer, than to the wo- 
man who has mastered the philosophy of 
Domestic Economy, and who works the ma- 
chinery of her household with astronomical 
order, precision andailence.

And so it is, in such 
a house, with all turkeys, ducks and sirloins, 
they kaow and observe the time of their com- 
ing; while all unseemly vessels of pantry of 
scullery, as soon as their work is don, are 
like Job’s beasts, ‘that go into their dens 
and remain in their places.’’ Such a house- 
keeper elévates the drugery of cooking into 
a science. Her kitchen is a labratory, and 
she a learned professor. Her culinary pro- 
cesses of Compounding, roasting, &c., is aci- 
ence applied to arts—to the most useful arts, 
that of health making. In all her condiments 
and preserves, she gives lessons in therapeu- 
tics; and the provocatives and relishes for 
which ruder workmen exhaust Araby and 
the indian Archipelegoes, she finds in fresh- 
er and more delicious sweets and savora of 
natute’s indigenious concocting, Hence, in 
her household, there is no dyspepsia, but al- 
ways eupepsy. Slops, pops and unctiousness 
she holds to be immoratity, as they truly are. 
Thus the swinish gastronomy of the common 
table is changed to Hygiene; and the gross 
sensations of rnimal appetite are refined into 
emotions of fitness, elegance and happy com- 
pauionship, Under her roof serene sleep 
chases away nightmares and headaches, 
which in forty-nine cases out of every fifty 
are caused by concoctions from the larder, 
or the accursed forgeries of salaratus, never 
torment her family; but her children hava 
heart loves instead of heart burns; frolics in- 
wiead of cholics; clean bills of health, for 
druggists’ bills; and benevolence, towards all 
mankind, instead of wishing all doctors in the 
Red Sea. She puts to scorn the idea that 
the cultivator of the soil needs knowledge, in 
order to turn the sunshine, the rain and other 
elements, into productions for our cellars and 
our store rooms, but when we come to the 
far more difficult and delicate transmutation, 
and these very productions are themselves to 
be turned into vital tissues—into the beating 
heart, into brain, retina, and al! the Papillae 
of touch, taste and amell; ay and into the 
vital spirits too, buoyancy, glee and sponta- 
neous happiness which are the token and ef= 
fluence of health; that then the proeess may 
be presided over by an ignorant slave of the 
South, or any “‘thaninzal’’ just caught from an 
immigrant ship. 
The hushand of such a wife enjoys, in one 
respect, the security ufa hereafter, éyen in 
this life, for he lives where moth and rust 
do notcorrupt. very article in his ward= 
robe knows that it is on its good behavior. 
His linea never dares to be withouta button. 
No sear ever ventures, like some passionate 
man, ‘‘to rip out;”* because it knows the in- 
stantaneous penalty of having its lips sewed 
up.
